PARIS, Dec. 31.—(P)—A new 
drastic quota bargaining policy, re- 
ducing imports Dy 75 per cent and 
hitting many American products 
hitherto untouched wus decreed by 
the government today, to take effect 
tomorrow. 

Automobiles, tractors, tires and 
tubes are among items newly placed 
under quotas in the government’s 
sweeping program for buying prin- 
cipally from countries which spend 
money in France. 

Other items already listed had thetr 
quotas cut to 25 per cent, leaving 
the other 75 per cent as a weapon 
for international dickering. 

_This “New Year’s present” spoiled 
New Year’s Eve for American com- 
mercial attaches here, who were busy 
calculating its effects until late in 
the evening.

With a- flying wedge formed by his 
deputies, Sheriff Smith rushed Ran- 
kin to safety from a San Luis jail 
cell. 

Angry Costilla county citizens gath- 
ered at the jail when~’Rankin and 
George Putnam, 28, were captured 
following the fatal shooting of Sher- 
iff Rodriquez and the wounding of his 
deputy, J. P. Maestas, in a pool hall 
there. Both were wanted for ques- 
tioning in the $80 robbery of a Taos 
N. M., truck driver. 

Rankin, slightly wounded, was held 
in the jail. Putnam, in a dangerous 
condition from a bullet wound, was 
brought at once to an Alamosa hospi- 
tal. 

“Lynch him,” was the cry as the 
mob gathered about the jail.

Bacteriologist Wins Science Award 


For Studies in Disease Immunity 


‘Mrs. W. S. Elkin Dies | By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE, fSimpson, of Miami 


Associated Press Science Editor. 
CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Dec. 31.—(/) 
e $1,000 prize of the American 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science was awarded today for a dis- 
covery to extend many fold the pos- 
sibilities of immunizing human beings 
against disease. 

The winner is Dr. Renben L. Kahn. 
of the University of Michigan. 46, a 
naturalized citizen, who came in boy- 
hood from Lithuania, his birthplace 
there. Kovno. He is not an M. D., but 
a bacteriologist, and already world- 
famous in science for discovering the 
Kahn test for syphillis. In the United 
States navy this test has supplanted 
the more familiar Wasserman. 

The prize was awarded for a “note- 
worthy paper.” It won in competition 
with 1,407 other papers presented at 
this same meeting, and it won by a

Dr. Kahn has discovered that the 
blood is not, as hitherto universally 
believed and taught for years to doc- 
tors in their textbooks, the principal 
means of developing immunity.

In practical words this means that 
science and meditine will have a new 
avenue of treating the infectious dis- 
eases caused by germs and bacteria.

With Noisy, Happy Welcome 


Watch Parties, Church

Whistles blew, bells rang and horns 
kept up a swelling clamor throughout 
the city Sunday night and early Mon- 
day morning as Atlantans kicked Old 
Man 1933 out of the picture and wel- 
comed with open arms the Infant 1934. 


Cheér and good-fellowship was much 
in evidence in the downtown sections 
where Aftlantans in cars and Atlan- 
tans-on foot joined in the celebration 
of the New Year. Watch parties were 
formed in hundreds of homes and 
churches and programs of prayer and 


-tthanksgiving were carried out in an 


effort to convince the Infant 1954 that 
he is very welcome indeed. 

It was a joyous occasion. With 
signs of a new prosperity evident 
everywhere, Atlantans almost went 
wild in showing 1933 the door, for 
with him he carried the last vestiges 
of the depression. 

The Infant 1934 entered to the 
sounds of happiness and optimism and 
though he declined to give out an tn- 
terview. to a Constitution reporter, 
who was there to meet him, he did say 
that he expected his regime on earth 
to be one’ of the very best in history. 
Clad in seanty clothing, he seemed 
mildly disappointed to see the rain and 
fog which accompanied his arrival, but 
which failed to dampen the welcome 
Atlanta aceerded him. 

After his official arrival, many At- 
lantans went to theaters to complete 
the night ‘of celebration. The Fox, 
Loew’s Grand, the Paramount and the 
Atlanta theaters all played to large 
midnight show crowds. 

Though all available policemen had 
been ordered to duty Sunday night by 
Chief T. O. Sturdivant, little trouble 
was experienced by them in handling 
downtown crowds. Hundreds of auto- 
mobiles, loaded with joy-makers, pa- 
raded Peachtree street and Five 
Points at midnight and others joined 
the parade afoot. But only the sounds 
of a Happy New Year were heard and 
no disorder marred the gaiety of the 
occasion.

America and the world last mid- 
night joyfully joined in optimistic 
toasts to the. new year, booting the 
troubles of 1933 into oblivion with

STERILIZING DRIVE 
T0 BEGIN TUESDAY 


Possible Maximum of 
400,000 Faces Operation 
Under German Decree. 


BERLIN, Dee. 31. — () — Some 
400,000 mental and physical heredi- 
tary defectives in German asylums 
and prisons, or ‘still at large, with 
the new year come under the steril- 


ization law. 

This sweeping law promulgated by 
the nazi government is the most sen- 
sational of 26 major measures which 
go into effect January 1. 

Under threat of 150 marks (ap- 
proximately $55.50) fine, medical au- 
thorities in prisons and public and 
private hospitals, nurses, midwives 
and welfare workers have been rack- 
ing their brains to hand in as com- 
plete lists as possible of all heredt- 
tary incurables in their care so that 
the 1,700 new eugenic courts with 
power to decree sterilization can be- 
gin work at once. 

Instructions. 

A circular letter of instruction sent 
by the federal minister of justice to 
all state administrators of justice make

GAINESVILLE, Ga. Dec. 31.— 
(P)—H. J. Pearce, president of Bre- 
nau College, today charged the ac- 
tion ‘of the American Association of 
University Professors in dropping Bre- 
nau from its eligible list “is an at- 
tempt to force, “if not to. blackmail 
Brenau College into recognition of its 
rules relative to the discharge of pro- 
fessors.” 

The association announced at its 
annual convention in Philadelphia 
Saturday fhat Brenau, the United 
States Naval Academy and Rollins 
College at Winter Park, Fla., had been 
dropped from its eligible list. The 
reason given was “unsatisfactory ten- 
ure conditions and the lowering of 
qualifications: for instruction in gen- 
eral subjects.” 

In addition to dropping the schools, 
the association went on record as de- 
ciding not to recognize the bachelor 
of science degree which it said the 
Naval Academy plans to grant. The 
release by the Naval Academy of SU 
civilian instructors in general subjects 
last May also was advanced as a rea- 
son for the action. 

President Pearce, commenting on 
the action today, said “the associa-;| 
tion is a high-handed organization 
attempting coercive methods to enforce 
it’s own rules on American colleges 
relative to tenure of professors. 

“Brenau College has never recog- 
nized this’ association and recently 
discharged one of its professors who 
was a member of the association, 

“The discharge of the _ professor 
was for adaquate cause, which cause | 
was approved by the board of trus- | 
tees and by unanimous vote of the 
faculty.” 

President Pierce, in terming the 
organization a “high-brow labor un- 
ion,” refused to divulge the name of 
the discharged professor. 

“Brenau will continue to discharge | 
any unimportant and disloyal profes- 
sor, if unfortunately another should 
appear in our-faculty, without consent | 
or approval of the association of pro- | 
fessors.”

BOOST FOR PRIVATE FLYING. 
In the hope that private flying 
will be stimulated, the aeronautics 
branch of the department of com- 
merce has announced the creation 
of a new grade in flying regula- 
tions under the designation of ama- 
teur pilot’s license. a8 
Under the new rules the privi- 
leges of private pilots and of the 
limited commercial pilots are con- 
siderably enlarged, especially with 
reference to flying operations be- 
yond the 10-mile radius of their 
home fields. They will be permit- 
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until received at office of publication. private pilots will be required only 

once every two years, instead of 

annually, aS now; passengers will 
be allowed to sit at controls of 
dual-controlled machines, and stu- 
dent pilots will be allowed to make 
landings at home airports during 
the course of flying meets, which 
they are now prohibited from doing. 

The new licenses can be se- 
cured by persons under 21 years 
of age, but they will be required 
to obtain the consent of parents or 
guardians. ? 

There are now three classes of 
pilot’s licenses—private, limited 
commercial and transport aircraft 
—and the new class of licenses is 
designed as an intermediate license 
between the student and the pri- 
vate grades of licenses. 

Heretofore a student pilot had 
to have 50 flying hours to his 
credit before he could apply for a 
license of any kind. Under the 
new regulations he can apply for 
an amateur pilot’s license after 25 
hours, only five of which are nec- 
essary within the 60 days preceding 
the date on which he makes ap- 
plication. 

The greater ease of operation of 
planes, and their greater safety and 
stability, have made it possible to 
lessen somewhat the _ regulations 
limiting flying by both student and 
private pilots. The revised regu- 
‘lations, it is reported, are the re- 
‘sult of many months of study by 
experts of the areonautics bureau, 
and it is assured that they do not 
incur increased risk either to 
pilots or the public.

SOFTNESS WASHINGTON, Dec. 31.—Everyone knows. Mr. 

Roosevelt has a soft spot in his heart for the navy, 
but only his intimates know how soft it is and they are becoming 
alarmed at the way the softness is spreading. ) 

A current case is the strong but amiable inner struggle over 
the navy effort to gobble up the coast guard. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s best friend, Treasury Secretary Morgenthau, 
tried ardently to prevent it. So did Woodin, Senator Carter Glass 
and others. They have lodged confidential protests at the White 
House. Even Navy Secretary Swanson is privately lukewarm to- 
ward it. 

But the navy admirals want it and they are going unrestrained- 
ly about the job of taking it. 


TRICK Those on the inside at the navy report that Naval Oper- 

ations Chief Stanley called the coast guard several days 

ago. He ordered that aides be sent over to the navy to work out 

absorption of the coast guard by the navy. The coast guard sent 

aides and conferences have been going on backstage for several 
ays. 

An executive order is due to be announced in a few days offi- 
cially proclaiming the transfer.

Failure To Sign Milk Pact 
Costing Farmers Millions, 
Says Retiring Official. 


Scoring what he termed “lack of 
action” on the part of the United 
States Secretary of Agriculture Wal- 
lace, Fred T. Bridges issued a state- 
ment in connection with his resigna- 
tion as Georgia’s assistant commis- 
sioner of agriculture, in which he 
asserted that the purchasing power of 
the dairy farmers of Georgia would 
be increased millions of dollars if 
the United States secretary would 
sign the Georgia milk trade agree- 
ment now before him. 

Following conference extending over 
a period of weeks and a public hear- 
ing conducted in Atlanta by the Unit- 
ed States department of agriculture, 
an amicable agreement was drawn 
providing what is said to be a fair 
price to the consumer and at the same 
time increasing the revenue of dairy 
farmers. In order to make the agree- 
ment binding it is necessary to have 
the approval of the United States 
secretary of agriculture. 

Mr. Bridges was emphatic in insist- 
ing that the interest of consumers as 
well as producers and distributors of 
milk demanded prompt action by Sec- 
retary Wallace. Without such ac- 
tion, he said, not-:only would Georgia 
farmers lose’ millions of dollars but 
prices could not be regulated in the 
interest of consumers. 

Mr. Bridges leaves public office yol- 
untarily with the good will of mem- 
bers of the department of agriculture. 
Without announcing his plans for the 
future beyond stating that he desired 
to retire to private life, he tendered 
his resignation as assistant commis- 


sioner and chief fertilizer inspector 
to G, C. Adams, commissioner of agri | 
culture, effective January 1. :

Accident Decrease Expected. 

Jack Strouss, secretary of the At- 
lanta Motor Club, said Sunday that 
under the regime of Captain Jack 
Malcom as head of the traffic squad, 
he expected fewer accidents and fa- 
talities for the year of 1934.

Deaths Reach 65. 

The motor club record for the first 
11 months of 1933 numbered 56 killed, 
1,224 accidents in which persons were 
injured, and a total of 2,447 accidents, 
Mr. Strouss said. The police record 
showed eight killed in the city during 
December, not including Morgan, | 

“There was a total of 3,341 accl- 
dents in the city in 1930, which is 
the first year a record was kept by 
the club.” the secretary asserted, “In 
1931 there were 2,754 andy in 1932 
there were 2,567 accidents. Accidents 
for the same years in which persons 
were injured numbered 1,689 and 
1,354, respectively.” 

A great many accidents are not re- 
corded nor reported to the police de- 
partment and also many persons are 
injured who do not receive hospital 
treatment or treatment by a physician. 
A few persons have died of injuries 
long after the accident so that many 
whose deaths are directly attribut- 
able to auto accidents are not includ- 
ed in fatality records.

Culbertson 
on Contract 


Duplicate Bidding. 


BY ELY CULBERTSON 
World’s Chain pion Player and 
Greatest Card Analyst. 


Duplicate contract bridge, as those 
who play it have learned, is in some 
respects an artificial game differing 
from rubber and progressive contract. 

One of the chief differences in dua- 
plicate occurs in the bidding. Good 
players have found that in duplicate 


it is necessary to open hands which. 


do not measure up to the requisite 
number of honor-tricks. particularly 
in cases where the hand also con- 
tains a count for honors, 
in duplicate loom very large indeed, 
and the duplicate player who passes 
when holding a five-card or longer 
suit containing 100 honors is apt to 
find he has made a serious mistake 
which will result in low score on the 
board. This is particularly true in 
all duplicate games scored on a match- 
point basis. ‘Take, for instance, the 
hand below:

would not consider opening his six- 
eard spade suit with a hand contain- 
ing only two honor-tricks. He would 
expect, if the opponents made any 
bids, to enter the bidding later, and 
possibly, if his partner had a smat- 
tering of strength, even bid and make 
game with his hand. In rubber play 
it would be unwise to open the hand 
because of the misconception as to 
defensive strength which would be 
given, and the danger that a penalty 
would be the result because his part- 
ner might double an adverse contract, 
counting upon him for ability to take 
two or three tricks regardless of what 
the final declaration might be. 

The bidding as shown above is an 
example of the opening bidder’s “sign- 
off.” Such “sign-off” bids are usual- 
ly reserved for the partner of the 
opening bidder, but North’s message 
when he has twice rebid spades must 
be crystal-clear to his partner. When 
North opens the bidding with one 
spade, South has a right to look for- 
ward to a future on the hand. How- 
ever, his: distribution does not make 
it advisable to crowd the bidding with 
two notrump; so, confident in view 
of the intervening pass that North 
will bid again, South’s correct re- 
sponse is one notrump. North, of 
course, in view of his honor hobding 
and the general weakness of his hand 
must .respond with two spades. At 
this point South has not shown the 
full strength of his hand, and the two- 
notrump response comes as a matter 
ef course.- Now when North bids three 
spades, the situation, particularly in 
duplicate, must be clear to his partner 
in the South. North is unwilling to 
contract for game even with his part- 
ner’s responses. He does not wish to 
play the hand in notrump, as other- 
wise he would have raised two no- 
trump to three. South, with his bal- 
anced hand, should readily decode the 
message that North is interested only 
in a part-score and not in a game 
declaration in either spades or no 


trump.

agencies had “brought about the most 
remarkable period of business recov- 
ery evér experienced by any country.” 

“The past year,” the secretary of 
commerce said, “has been one of great 


accomplishment in the economic field. 
On the theshold of the new year we 
find almost every major indicator of 
business conditions moderately above 
the level of a year ago, and a number 
of them substantially higher. 


“There is much evidence that the 
recovery program will proceed pro- 
gressively, that our remaining prob- 
lems will be slowly but surely sur- 
mounted, and that consolidated gains 
for 1934 will bring about a substan- 
tial measure of improvement in all 
segments of our economic life. 

“Although great strides have been 
made in economic improvements, there 
still remain many difficult problems 
to solve. The lot

been abolished. Hours of labor have 
been materially reduced, while rates 
of pay were substantially raised. 

“This has brought about an en- 
larged purchasing power and forms a 
basis for a steady and certain eco- 
nomic recovery. The position of the 
farmer is considerably better than at 
the close of 1932.

U. S., Britain Protest 
Foochow Air Bombing 


PEIPING, Dec. 31.—(UP)—The

The protest followed air raids in 
and around’ Foochow, capital of Fu- 
kien and stronghold of the rebel gov- 
ernment.

The Chinese government instructed 
foreigners to evacuate Amoy and Foo- 
chow as a result of the protést. It

‘Remarkable’ Recovery Made FARM MORTGAGE LOANS 
In 1933, Says Secretary Roper TO TOTAL 215 Mil NS 
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WASHINGTON, Dec. 31.—(4)— 
In a review of its efforts to save 
farm ownership for the farmer, the 
farm eredit administration today gave 
figures to show that 1933 mortgag 
loans will total approximately $215,- 


000,000. 

William I. Meyers, governor of the 
administration, wrote Representative 
Vinson, democrat, Georgia, that “we 
are now lending at the rate of much 
more than $1,000,000,000 a year.” 

“In other words,” he said, “loans 
are now being closed amounting to be- 
tw een $5,000,000 and $6,000,000 
daily.’ 

Congress delegated two tasks to the 
farm credit administration, the  refi- 
nancing of the farm indebtedness and 
the establishment and maintenance of 
a permanent co-operative credit system 
for farming. 

The emergency refinancing program 
involved a liberalizing of the terms. 
both in -respect to interest rates and 
payments on the principal, of the 
Federal Land bank first mortgage 
Joans and the making of loans from 
a fund of $200,000,000 to be used for 
refinancing farmers’ indebtedness, 
mostly on the security of second mort- 
gages 

Meyers- pointed out that for the en- 
tire year 1932 the Federal Land banks 
made only 7,208 loans for $27,569,- 
SOO. It was not until August of this 
year, he said, that machinery was 


sufficient to cope with the number of. 


applications received. , 

“Since that month,” Meyers said, 
“the number of loans and the amount 
loaned have been doubled each suc- 
ceeding month until in December the 
total amount loaned was approximate- 
ly $100,000,000. 

More than 85 per cent of loans made 
in 1933, he said, were used to refi- 
nance existing farm indebtedness, with 
the result that ‘ 
ers’ 
annual interest payments were reduc- 
ed approximately 25 per cent.” To il- 
lustrate the demand for refinancing 
loans the governor pointed out that 
the 12 land banks since May 27 have

Year-end comments from business 
leaders, however, indicated growing 
confidence that business will be able 
to stand more and more on its own 
feet in 1934.

100 years ago, the commission con- 
tends that the nation literally is step- 
ping back into the educational oppor- 
tunities of the early nineteenth cen- 
tury.’ 

Educators point out that one out 
of every four teachers is being paid

Power To Be Concentrat- 
ed Still More in Moscow 
Under New Plan. 


MOSCOW, Dec. 31.—(4)—Struc- 
tural changes in organization of the 
communist party of the U. 8S. S. R., 
entailing sweeping alterations in the 
soviet government itself, have been 
approved by the party’s political bu- 
reau. 

In the form of “theses” drafted by 
L. M. Kaganovich, chairman of the 
all-union peasants congress, they were 
spread over the front pages of today’s 
newspapers. The plan will. be submit- 
ted to the communist congress Janu- 
ary 19, with’ ratification certain. 

In conjunction with yesterday's pub- 
lication of the second five-year plan, 
two significant main currents in the 
alterations promise greatly to affect 
the economic life of the union. 

First is an enormous increase 10 
centralization of control of agencies 
whose purpose is to inspect and check 
up on execution of government plans, 
under the communist party rather 
than by the government. 

To Shift Responsibility. 

In the second place, responsibility 
for the execution of the industrial 
programs is to be shifted from Mos- 
cow in the direction of local commit- 
tees of management at the factories 
and farms.

Many Changes 


In Local Governments in 1933 


Familiar Faces Go, New 
Ones Come, Particularly 
at State House, Where 
Turnover Was Rapid. 


Many changes were wrought in At- 
lanta’s federal, state, county and city 
administrations during 1933, as fa- 
miliar faces went, new ones came, and 
progress was recorded. Holding the 
spotlight during most of the year were 
offices at the state capitol, where 
Governor Eugene Talmadge’s lively 
administration brought a frequent 
turn-over in office-holders. 

Work of federal agencies assumed 
larger proportions as the year got well 
under way with the start of the 
Roosevelt recovery program. Relief 
work brought about the use of large 
quarters at the state capitol, and em- 
ployment of thousands under federal 
plans. 

Changes in high and low places 
at the state capitol took place through- 
out the year from January to Decem- 
ber with a week seldom going by with- 
out some old face disappearing and & 
new one appearing in its stead. 

Governor Eugene Talmadge was re- 
sponsible for most of the changes but 
a few were brought about by death 
and a few by the voters. 

The most drastic changes came in 
the make-up of the. state highway 
board ‘and the Georgia public sercv- 
ice commission, but there were others 
significant, although naturally Gov- 
ernor Talmadge’s succeeding Governor 
Richard B. Russell Jr., was the out- 
standing event of the year. 

The entire highway board of Jan- 
uary, composed of Chairman J. W. 
Barnett, W. C. Vereen and Jud P. 
Wilhoit, passed out of the picture 
during the year. After a long con- 
troversy with Captain Barnett and 
Mr. Vereen, the governor declared 
martial order over the department in 
June, ousting the chairman and Mr. 
Vereen and putting Mr. Wilhoit in 
charge. Later he appointed J. J. 
Mangham to succeed Barnett and 
Judge Max L. McRae to succeed 
Vereen. 

Service Board Suspended. 

Then the public service board was 
suspended following investigation of 
charges filed by labor organizations. 
Mr. Wilhoit resigned his highway post 
to become chairman of the public serv- 
ice commission in place of the sus- 
pended Ja®es A. Perry and W. E.

Dr. M. D. Collins became state 
superintendent of schools, succeeding 
Dr. M. L. Duggan, whom he had de- 
feated in 1932, and took into office 
with him practically an entirely new 
office personnel. 

Captain A. L. Henson became vet- 
erans’ service officer, succeeding three 
persons whom had been engaged in 
veterans’ activities. 

Miss Mary Goudelock became su- 
perintendent of the Confederate Sol- 
diers’ home, in place of Dr. R. 
Patton, 

The old state board of health, re- 
created by the-.legislature, took over 
control of the department of health.

There were wholesale changes in 
smaller jobs, secretaries, bookkeepers, 
stenographers and janitors appearing 
and disappearing almost so fast that 
one was unable to keep track of them. 

Municipal Court Situation. 

Renomination of three judges of 
the municipal court of Atlanta, Lu- 
ther Z. Rosser, A. L. Etheridge and 
Ralph McClelland, during 1933 by 
the judges of Fulton superior court 
precipitated a situation in which Gov- 
ernor Talmadge, asking for other hom- 
inations, was refused his request by 
the judges, with the prospect that 
the issue will be thrown into county 
politics during the New Year. 

This development, as one of the 
most important of the old year in 
county affairs, shared the spotlight 
during 1933 with numerous other de- 
velopments, including the efforts of 
certain individuals and groups to ob- 
tain an imvestigation of the county 
government, resulting in appointment 
of a citizen’s committee by the grand 
jury.

25 per cent during the year to balance 
the budget, and the cut will be con- 
tinued in 1934, but there will be no 
further reductions, Wells said. The 
schools opened for the fall term with 
843 more children than reported at 
the beginning of the term in 1932, ne- 
cessitating employment of several ad- 
ditional teachers.

BANK INSURANCE 
TO BEGIN TUESDAY 


Guaranteeing of Deposits 
Is Biggest Experiment 
Ever Made by U.S. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 31.—(4)— 
The federal government starts the 
New Year by putting into effect its 
biggest experiment in the banking field 
since establishment of the reserve sys- 


tem, 

Beginning January 1, deposits up 
to $2,500 in participating banks are 
insured under the Glass-Steagall meas- 
ure designed primarily to stop bank 
runs and failures and to curb hoard- 
ing, the three deflationary forces re- 
sponsible for the banking moratorium 
declared by President Roosevelt last 
March. cobee 

Treasury officials look for this in- 
surance of deposits to bolster public 
confidence and to bring large amounts 
of cash out of hoarding. When the 
banking reform measure was enacted 
last summer, republican and demo- 
cratic leaders joined in hailing it as 
a landmark on the road to permanent 
stabilization of the banking structure. 

Preliminary. 

The insuring of deposits up to $2,- 
500 is a preliminary program, ‘The 
permanent program, which will go 
into effect July 1, next, unless amend- 
ed by congress, insures deposits up 
to $10,000, provides 75 per cent in- 
surance for deposits between $10,000 
and $50,000 and 50 per cent for de- 
posits over and above $50,000. In 
other words, a depositor who had 
$60,000 on account in an insured bank 
which failed would be guaranteed $10,- 
000 on his first $10,000; $30,000 on 
his next $40,000 and $5,000 on his 
last $10,000. 

In the preliminary insurance plan, 
two types of banks may participate— 
members of the federal reserve and 
non-member banks applying for in- 
clusion in the insurance plan which 
ean obtain certificates of solvency 
from their state banking authorities. 

Every member bank of the federal 
reserve system which is open og Jan- 
uary 1 or is reopened’ thereafter 
must participate in the temporary in- 
surance plan. Banks joining the re- 


must participate. 
May Continue. 


After July 1 only member banks 
of the federal reserve system may 


cept that non-member banks which 
joined the temporary fund may con- 
tinue in the permanent fund until 
July, 1936. 

It has been estimated that about 
39 per cent of the deposits of all na- 
tional banks will be covered by the 
temporary fund and that about 35 per 
cent of the deposits of all member 
banks of the federal reserve system, | 
state and national, will come under | 
the protection, 

In some of the smaller banks out- 
side of the system, however, the cov- 
erage may run close to 100 per cent 
because many little banks have few 
or no accounts larger than $2,500, |

through the daily press. Yes, I can

amphibians of Georgia. It seems to 
me that in course of time, there must 
necssarily be builded a museum to 
stand as a monument to the faunal 
advantages of this state. Georgia, of 
all states in the eastern United 
States, has a wonderfully diversified 
fauna. It would be overstepping the 
boundaries of sober facts to say that 
out state needs more study than any

would not be far from true. Until 
1850, the Georgia animals occupied a 
foremost position in the minds of 
faunal zoologists, but since then, prob- 
ably because of the expense involved 
in supporting large research’ collec- 
tions zoological studies in Georgia 
seem to have turned almost exclusive- 
ly to the laboratory branches. 

The condtion cannot go unremedied 
for a great deal longer. The state of 
Georgia has far too many valuable as- 
sets in wild life to neglect them. Its 
wild life needs attention for two rea- 
sons. First, we must learn the facts 
of the pure zoological problems, and 
then relate them directly to game man- 
agment, the establishment of _ state 
parks and sanctuaries, and similar 
constructive works that will preserve 
to eternity the wilderness life that is 
vanishing before the march of civili- 
zation. 

It is the interest of the people that 
will eventually bring this thing to 
pass. We who are working without 
facilities for the work are in it for 
the love of the work, yet, as much 
as we regret it, we must use and con- 
tribute to the museums of the north, 
for they are supporting our studies 
by providing the badly needed study 
collections and laces for their use.
